State school officials have 
cleared the path for Romulus 
Community Schools to plant 
two bond proposals, in excess 
of $50 million, on the Nov. 6 
ballot. 

Donald L. Bemis, state su- 
perintendent of public instruc- 
tion, sent a letter notifying dis- 
trict Superintendent William 
Bedell last week of his approv- 
al of the ballot proposals. 

Bedell said the proposals, one 
for technological and site im- 
provements and the other for a 
swimming pool complex, will 
launch the school district into 
the 21st century. 


“If the voters approve these 
proposals, our school buildings 
will be equipped to handle 
whatever comes our way in the 
future,” Bedell said. “In five 
years, we’re going to be world 
famous for teaching kids things 
they don’t in other schools.” 

The first bond proposal asks 
for more than $45 million, but 
none of the additional money 
would increase local taxes. The 
extra money would come from 
a refinancing plan extending 
current loans the school dis- 
trict owes into 2001. 

“Taxes would stay exactly as 
they are if the proposal is 
approved,” Bedell said. “It’s 
like refinancing a car loan or 
home loan for a longer period of 


time at exactly the same rate.” 

Under the proposal, every 
school would be modernized 
with computer networks, tele- 
visions, video recorders and 
satellite dishes. All the wiring 
used would be fiber optic. 


which would allow students 
and teachers the ability to com- 
municate with other computer 
stations around the world. 

The proposal also asks for 
money to train teachers on the 
new equipment, beef up the lib-

Plan to revitalize 
downtown district

City Council unanimously 
approved a plan Tuesday to 
transform downtown Romulus 
from a “marginal neighbor- 
hood shopping center into a vi- 
able part of the community.** 

With the creation of the Tax 
Increment Finance Flan, the 
Dowtown Development Au- 
thority will now have the finan- 
cial muscle needed to make no- 
ticeable public improvements 
in an overlooked area, accord- 
ing to Dennis Oakes, commun- 
ity development director. 

'‘If you think about down- 
town Romulus, you don’t have 
to think for very long,*’ Oakes 
said. “We want to make it a 
greater part of the community, 
and this plan allows us to do 
that for a minor investment.’’ 

The plan, which mainly 
targets road, sewer and park- 
ing improvements, includes 
raising nearly $3.2 million dur- 
ing a 20-year period. The 
money will be taken from in- 


creased tax revenues gener- 
ated by site improvements and 
commercial developments. 

“We’re hoping by increasing 
the parking, roads and sewers 
and such that it will spur com- 
merce in downtown,” Council- 
man Noah Bergeron said. 
“People are buying into the 
mega-mall theory. Hopefully, 
we can attract specialty com- 
panies into that area which 
would help promote more com- 
merce. That could be our 
niche.” 

Among projects and ex- 
pected costs under considera- 
tion are: 

• Metro Airport Center. An 
office air freight development 
which surrounds the City Hall 
complex. Improvements 
needed include sanitary and 
storm sewers, water main, 
paving, curb cuts, landscaping 
and sidewalks. The two phases 
of the project include parcels of 
land along Wayne and Goddard 
roads. Cost is $575,000.

rary departments of the 
schools and install new floor 
coverings and new heating un- 
its in some of the buildings. 

“This would upgrade our 
school buildings to where they 
should be at,” Bedell said. 

Under the second bond prop- 
osal, the schools are asking for 
$5 million of taxpayers’ money 
for the construction of a swim- 
ming pool complex with public 
access. If approved, the prop- 
osal would cost each taxpayer 
between $20 to $30. 

The complex would feature 
an Olympic-sized pool, sepa- 
rate showers and a diving area. 
It is not known at this time what 
school building would house the 


new pool. 

“There’s a kind of a con- 
troversy over it,” Bedell said. 
“One side says it should be at 
the high school, where the com- 
petition is at. Another school of 
thought says it should be at the 
junior high school, where stu- 
dents need to learn how to swim 
and where senior high students 
can be bused to and from. 

“But that’s a bridge we will 
have to cross when we get to it. 
The main thing now is to tell the 
people about the proposals and 
hopefully let them decide 
whether they want their chil- 
dren to advance into the 21st 
century with modern educa- 
tional technology.” 


Business, schools 
unite for the future

Back in 1987, the Romulus 
Community Schools started the 
Partnership for Education 
program in hopes of attracting 
a few area businesses. 

Today, the program high- 
lights the services and re- 
sources of more than 75 com- 
panies in Romulus, ranging 
from General Motors Corp. to 
Aztec Manufacturing Inc. to 
Edgar Tool and Die Co. 

“It’s been well-received in 
the community and a highly- 
successful program," prog- 
ram coordinator Edward Clark 
said. “Never before has busi- 
ness been given this opportun- 
ity to have input into the educa- 
tion and training of future em- 
ployees.” 

The program includes three 
parts: 

• “Making our best even bet- 
ter,” As a dropout prevention 
program at Romulus Senior 
High, it’s geared toward ninth- 
graders. 

•“Sucess begins with me.” 
Through incentives such as piz- 
za parties, trophies and medals, 
students at the junior high level 
are awarded for good attend- 
ance, behavior and academics. 

• “Expect the best.” This 
program covers the 
elementary schools and helps 
develop self-esteem and 
teaches young students to be- 
lieve they can better them- 
selves. 

In addition, business repre- 
sentatives meet with school 
officials each month to discuss 
ways to excite young people ab- 
out education. 

One of the original purposes 
of the program was to reduce 


the dropout problem. Solutions 
have included peer support 
systems and incentives to stay 
in school. 

More importantly, the prog- 
ram now attempts to educate 
students on what skills are ex- 
pected by employers when they 
enter the workforce. 

“It used to be you didn’t need 
an education.” Clark said. 
-“You co.iid go work in a fac- 
tory. All you needed was a 
strong back. You didn’t need 
reading skills. Things are diffe- 
rent today.” 

Not only are math and read- 
ing skills vital to success in the 
workplace, but so are all around 
skills, Clark said. 

“In the past, education has 
not produced well-educated 
students,’’ he said. “The 
businesses say you have been 
sending us people who can’t 
read. Why would you put a man 
on a $500,000 machine if he 
can’t read?” 

The program isn’t limited to 
students, either. 

“Teachers also have to be 
adequately prepared for new 
techniques," Clark said. "We 
try and accomplish this 
through staff exchanges -and 
tours to the individual 
businesses." 

William Bedell, superinten- 
dent of schools, said the prog- 
ram makes for an unusual 
opportunity because 75 percent 
of the tax base in Romulus is 
industrial or commercial. 

“The schools receive a lot of 
criticism for graduating stu- 
dents who are out of touch with 
what business expects,” he 
said. “This program gives the 
opportunity for school and 
business to share their ideas 
together."

Officials from the Wayne- 
Westland Education Associa- 
tion were in court Tuesday 
afternoon to file an injunction 
against the school district. 

The union doesn’t agree that 
teachers are working under the 
same contract as last year. 

Wayne-Westland teachers 
voted to return to school Aug. 
27 rather than going on strike. 

"We’re going to court to ask 
the judge to force the board to 
follow last year’s contract," 
said Bill Reece, union presi- 
dent. 

The discrepancy, union offi- 
cials said, involves changes 
that have been made to 
accomodate program cuts. 
When district officials elimin- 
ated two-thirds of the express- 
ive arts program, they also eli- 
minated two-thirds of an 
elementary teacher’s planning 
period, union leaders said. 

Elementary school teachers 
in the district received two 
hours of planning time each 
week last year, but now they 
have 40 minutes, Reece said. 

Instead of having physical 
education, music and art every 
week, elementary students 
only have one of the 40-minute 
programs. 

“The elementary school 
teachers are in bad shape,’’ he 
said. 

School officials don’t think 
the contract is being violated. 
If the court does rule in favor of

the teachers union, the next 
step could be to shorten the 
elementary school day, 
according to Dennis O’Neill, 
superintendent of schools. 

Secondary teachers still 
have planning time even- 
though one class period has 
been eliminated at the junior 
high schools. Last year junior 
high school students finished 
school at 3 p.m., this year they 
are finished at 2 p.m. Teachers, 
however, are still required to 
stay until 3:30 p.m. This time is 
used as a planning period for 
junior high school teachers, 
Reece said. 

Teachers use their planning 
time to meet with students indi- 
vidually, or to talk to parents 
and to prepare lessons, Reece 
said 

Reece hasn’t ruled out the 


possibility that teachers may 
still strike. 

“Going on strike is a strong 
possibility down the road. We 
want to wait until the fourth 
Friday count or at least until 
the third week of school when 
we have a better idea of the en- 
rollment numbers,’’ he said. 

A bigger decrease in enroll- 
ment than expected was re- 
ported during the first week of 
school. 

“Last week we were down 
477 under projection,’’ O’Neill 
said.

Linda Keeton’s bowling trip 
began sailing in the gutter on 
her way over to Las Vegas.

It was a big disappointment.” 

Things only got worse after 
the plane landed for Keeton. 
She had to wait four hours to 
find the tournament sponsor, 
Richard Haas, the president of 
Star Traxx. so she could get 
into her room. 

What’s worse, she said she 
never received a copy of the 
tournament rules, which state 
participants must use a Star 
Traxx bowling ball. 

Haas tells a different story 
He said Keeton was a last mi-

earlier than she was supposed 
to and did not stop com- 
plaining. 

To comfort her, he let her 
borrow a promotional Star 
Traxx bowling ball, providing 
she pay $20 for the drilling.

“For no good reason, we 
gave her a bowling ball that 
everyone has had to pay be- 
tween $70 to $120 to buy for the 
tournament,” he said. “We 
don’t want any bad publicity!*

• Goddard Road Improve- 
ments. The first phase is to 
widen the road between Metro 
Airport Center and Wayne 
Road. The second phase in- 
cludes improvements from the 
Civic Center to the eastern 
edge of downtown.

Inside the community room, 
officer Terri Koski spoke on 
drug prevention and played the 
video tapes. 

In the first tape, Yogi Bear 
and the Flinstones rapped out 
drug prevention songs. The 
second tape featured a who’s 
who of past and present ani- 
mated characters including 
Daffy Duck, Teenage Mutant 
Ninja Turtles, Kermit the frog, 
Miss Piggy, Bugs Bunny, Slime 
from the Ghostbusters, the 
Chipmunks, Garfield, the 
Smurfs and Winnie the Pooh.

A small cadre of voters goes 
to the polls each election day 
never realizing their ballot will 
not be counted. 

The vote is disqualified be- 
cause of voter error. 

And when you consider some 
elections, such as the recent 
one for a board seat in the Inks- 
ter school district, are decided 
by less than five votes, the 
spoiled ballot can play a deci- 
sive role in an election. 

More than 800 Wayne County 
votes were tossed out in the 
Aug. 6 primary election be- 
cause careless voters failed to 
carefully read the instructions. 

In a primary, where the elec- 


tion is usually partisan, voters 
must nominate candidates 
from one party to run against 
an opposing party in the gener- 
al election. The vote is usually 
spoiled "because the voter 
crossed-over,” according to 
James R. Killeen, Wayne 
County clerk. 

“We estimate 15 percent of 
the ballots cast in any given 
election is spoiled because of 
voter error,” Killeen said. 
“And when you consider the 
closeness of some of the elec- 
tions, the errors may knock out 
a lot of candidates and put peo- 
ple into office who normally 
wouldn’t be there.” 

To help minimize the dam- 
age and correct the situation, 
some states like California 


have installed sophisticated 
electronic systems that warn 
the voter during the selection 
process of a error. 

“Say, for example, the voter 
crossed over in a partisan elec- 
tion or was supposed to select 
only three candidates for a par- 
ticular office but punched out 


four, a light would immediate- 
ly alert the voter to the error,” 
Killeen said. 

“Obviously, this would help 
correct some of the problems 
we are having with spoiled and 
disqualified ballots.” 

Killeen also noted there is 
present computer software 


available to give “a running tal- 
ly of the election count and cre- 
ate a paper trail so that election 
officials can go back and pin- 
point any problems.” 

City Clerk Diane Rohraff 
said “cross-over” voting dur- 
ing primary elections is prob- 
ably the major cause for a vo- 
ter’s ballot being disqualified 
in Westland. 

“Even though we stress, and 
the media usually plays up the 
information as an election 
approaches, there are those 
who don’t get the message,” 
she said. 

Equally disturbing was the 
percentage of registered vo- 
ters who do not take time to 
cast ballots, Rohraff said. 

In Westland, there was a 14.4 


percent voter turnout for the 
August primary. Of the 48.472 
registered voters, 6,996 ballots 
were cast. 

“And some of those were 
absentee ballots - voter apathy 
usually is a problem in a prim- 
ary where there are no tax in- 
creases or controversial issues 
on the ballot,” Rohraff said. 

William Richards, Wayne 
city clerk, said the spoiled bal- 
lot was “not really a problem 
here.” 

“Most of that information is 
recorded in the poll book and 
forwarded to the county 
clerk," Richards said. "If 
there was a problem, I am sure 
I would have been made aware 
of it. I don’t think we have that 
problem.”

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Area farmers prepare for harvest, 
quality of crops is uncertain 


The major fruit and veget- 
able crop harvest in Western 
Wayne County will be judged in 
the next few weeks as a dis- 
appointment or a success for 
area growers. 

Apples, pumpkins and sweet 
corn are the major crops in the 
area. 

The apple crop in Western 
Wayne County has dropped 
compared to last year, and the 
crop is also down statewide, 
said Gary Thorton, a horticul- 


turist with the Washtenaw 
Cooperative Extension Ser- 
vices. 

The Michigan apple crop is 
forecast at 850 million pounds - 
10 percent below the crop last 
season. 

In Western Wayne County, 
apple growers, which account 
for approximately 200 acres, 
will have fewer Red Delicious 
apples to harvest this fall, 
Thorton said. 

Growers of other varieties 


such as Golden Delicious, 
Empire and Mutsu will have a 
high yield per acre, he said. 

Overall, the fruit crop is 
down among the eight to 13 ap- 
ple growers in the country. 

The major culprit of the 
smaller apple crop was the cool 
weather during the early part 
of the summer. 

Cool weather and rain have 
also damaged some of the 
pumpkin crop in the area, caus- 
ing blemishes to appear on

some of the pumpkins, Thorton 
said. 

Some farms were hit pretty 
hard, according to Thorton, de- 
pending on whether farmers 
use pesticides on their crops. 

“Depending on each farmer, 
between 10 to 60 percent of the 
pumpkin crop was destroyed,” 
Thorton said. 

This information didn’t dis- 
apoint Linda LeBlanc, a Belle- 
ville pumpkin farmer, who 
planted 43 acres this year. 

“My pumpkin crop is doing 
well in spite of the rainfall,” 
LeBlanc said. 

She said fungus damaged 
two of her fields, approximate- 
ly 10 acres. 

It’s “hit or miss,” LeBlanc 
said, noting that not all the 
pumpkins in these two fields are 
diseased. 

She expects to harvest her 
pumpkins starting Sept. 25, and 
will open her farm, the “Pump- 
kin Factory,” to the public. 

Currently, the pumpkins in 
her patch are turning orange 
and are growing larger. 

The 1,300 acres of sweet corn 
in Wayne County has had a 
good harvest and is of good 
quality, according to Thorton.

Does your vote 
really count? 

In our form of government sayings such as “your vote 
counts” and the “majority rules” are blasted into our brains 
at election time. 

But in many cases, these sayings do not ring true. 

The Wayne County clerk estimates that 15 percent of the 
ballots cast in any given election are spoiled because of voter 
error. 

In close elections, this type <>f margin could have a pro- 
found effect on the outcome. 

The spoiled ballots can be blamed on insufficient voter 
education and on the failure of voters to read and understand 
the instructions that are available. 

Primary election votes are affected more so because of the 
complexity of the process, election officials say. 

By crossing party lines on a primary election ballot, the 
vote must be thrown out. 

With so many ballots being disqualified, “every” vote does 
not count, and in some cases the majority may not be heard. 

Several races were quite close in the August primary. The 
outcomes could have been different had all votes counted. 
In this respect the spirit of the election system is violated. 
Some states have limited, and to some extent eliminated, 
this ballot spoilage by introducing a high-tech voter system. 
Voters cast ballots at a computer terminal which tells them 
when they make an error. 

Most city clerks and the county clerk believe this system is 
needed to ease the problem. Another problem, however, is 
that individual cities are responsible for funding the purch- 
ase of election machines. Many cities do not have the finan- 
ial means to accept this expense. 

A possible interim solution to the problem may be the 
availability of election instructions. Thorough explanations 
of the machines and the voters’ role must be made available 
prior to election day, as well as at the polls. 

Teacher complaints 
are unreasonable 

Negotiations are great. 

Two parties or entities meet to discuss differences. Com- 
promises are made. Agreements are reached. And business 
goes on as usual. 

This area also knows the significance of union bargaining, 
and the power of such units. 

Few bargaining units have the same power and unfluence 
as that representing teachers in Michigan. 

They are mighty, and carry threats which can affect the 
educational process of our youngsters. 

It seems the Wayne- Westland school district is on the cri- 
tical list. Failed millage elections have resulted in major 
cuts to programs and in the length of the school day. 

Wayne-Westland teachers were gracious enough to begin 
the school year on schedule, despite the fact that a contract 
had not been negotiated. 

Now, however, it seems a brick wall has been approached 
and school administrators see no clear exit. 

Teachers are crying for more money (an understandable 
complaint). 

They are also wailing because they have lost precious 
class preparation time. C’mon guys. Get a grip. 

Teachers work approximately seven hours a day, five 
days a week, nine months a year. For an individual who 
considered a “professional” that does not appear to be a 
grueling schedule. 

Any professional - whether it be an accountant, a lawyer, a 
nurse, a reporter, an editor or anything else - is expected to 
prepare for work outside of hours alotted during the actual 
work day. They may have to read the newspaper or trade 
journals, write memos, clean their desk, take telephone 
calls, or any other post-work activity. It is in their best 
interest to do things, because doing them will make them 
better at their jobs, and therefore give them satisfaction. 

Teachers, of course, are presented with quite a challenge. 
They should be admired, and they should be rewarded for 
their hard work. 

But they should not be ‘“babied". 

Officials should stand tall on this one, or we should all go to 
our bosses and ask for a “planning period". 
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Softball 

needs attention 

Approximately one year ago, 

I wrote a letter that expressed 
my concerns of the state of the 
girls’ softball program in the 
city of Wayne. Please allow me 
a few moments to update the 
situation. 

A Parents Advisory Commit- 
tee was formed by Mr. Jeffrey 
Rutter, Recreation Supervisor, 
and during the year, we have 
made definite designs geared at 
improving the program. Mr. 
Rutter’s implementation of 
softball into the after-school re- 
creation program will also ex- 
pose the game to the kids at a 
younger age, and hopefully 
keep them involved in the fu- 
ture. 

In closing, I would like to 
thank the Parents Advisory 
Committee, the coaches, Mrs. 
Pat Bledsoe, and Mr. Jeffrey 
Rutter for their continued sup- 
port and commitment to the 
program, and urge interested 
parents and local businesses to 
get involved.

parcels. Each senior who par 
ticipates receives seedlings 
from the county too. 

“They plant thousands of 
seeds. Not only are the seniors 
gardening, but many of them 
have their children and grand- 
children working on their gar- 
den. ’ Rembisz said.

The Canton Township Public 
Library has received a $40,000 
federai grant to buy an on-line 
card catalog system.

Instead of working with 
theories, the 350 students, in- 
cluding 36 from Halecreek, 
Merriman and Wick 
elementary schools, were in- 
structed in a hands-on 
approach at Thorne 
Elementary School in Inkster. 

“Through learning by doing, 
the experience becomes more 
meaningful for the child,” said 
Terrel M. LeCesne, assistant 
superintendent of Romulus 
Community Schools.

A proposed limit on the 
amount of state and local de- 
ductions on federal income tax 
returns received a “thumbs 
down” from the Van Buren 
Township Board. 

A federal law package, 
which was proposed to reduce 
the $231 billion federal deficit, 
would include a $10,000 cap on 
the amount of state and local 
taxes which could be deducted 
from an individual’s federal in- 
come tax. It is estimated that 
the $10,000 deduction cap would 


collect an additional $7 billion in 
annual taxes. 

In registering their opposi- 
tion to the deduction cap, mem- 
bers of the township board 
adopted a resolution stating 
their objections to r epn ; osed 
law because “of its potential to 
adversely impact upon local 
government’s future ability to 
adequately serve the tax- 
payers.” 

The proposed law is said to be 
offered to block a proposed in- 
crease in the maximum federal 


income tax rate, which is pro- 
jected to be approximately $3 
billion annually. 

According to the resolution, 
adopted by the township board, 
the proposed law would create 
special problems for Michigan 
because its state and local in- 
come taxes and property taxes 
per person are above the nation- 
al average, and the cap could 
limit the ability of the state, 
cities and townships to continue 
to fund even basic services with 
any property or income tax.

Community center 
project under way

Longtime Belleville resident 
Park Gregory had a good idea 
when he proposed that the park 
comfort station be converted 
into a community center - but 
he didn’t have a new idea.’ 

Plans to establish a commun- 
ity meeting and recreation cen- 
ter for Belleville residents 
have been around for at least 40 
years, according to articles in 
the hometown newspaper of 
that era. 

The Victory Park Comfort 
Station, constructed in 1925, is 
currently being revamped to 
provide a community meeting 
room and a small restroom 
area. Gregory spearheaded the 
drive to provide funds for the 
$80, 000-plus project and was a 
major contributor to it. 

The latest conribution to the 
fund was a $2,500 gift from the 
Charles Cozaad fund, which 
was presented to Gregory last 
week by Rotarian David 
Brown. 

Work is now being done to re- 
move the partitions, install 
new windows and ceiling in- 
sulation, replace the current 
heating system with a new 
heating/cooling system and in- 
stall new wiring, plumbing, 
floors and decorate the in- 
terior, Gregory said, adding 
that the project appears to be 
on schedule and should be com- 
pleted by the contractor within 
a 90-day period. 

In 1950, a committee of Belle- 
ville citizens recommended 
that a commmunity center be

built. Three local residents, 
quizzed by the inquiring photo- 
grapher of The Enterprise 
agreed, with one noting, “It’s 
about one of the finest things 
that could be done in the way of 
civic improvement for Belle- 
ville.” 

The committee, headed by 
Ray Clift, owner of The Enter- 
prise-Roman, was assisted by 
Superintendent of Schools 
Cleveland Roe, James Wilkin- 
son, Herb Estes, Harold 
Clayton, the Rev. Charles Bay- 
less and the Rev. James 
Guinan. Focus of their meet- 
ings was to determine what the 
community needs and what 
facilities are available to 
accommodate them. 

Although the idea of a com- 
munity center did not become a 
reality in 1950, this year the 
ideas considered by commun- 
ity leaders 40 years ago will be 
adopted.

When asked how he would 
like to be remembered as a 
high school athlete, Robichaud 
High senior Tyrone Wheatley 
replied with the word: “Phe- 
nomenal”.

Early in the third period, the 
All-American candidate broke 
loose on an option, eluded three 
would-be tacklers and raced 52 
yards for a touchdown.

came back in that quarter and 
passed a 24-yard strike to Steve 
Gill to put the Bulldogs out of 
reach 32-0 after three periods. 

Gill finished off the 
Robichaud scoring when he re- 
corded the fourth Thurston in- 
terception and ran it back 58- 
yards into the end zone. 

Thurston had its problems in 
the air as its passers connected 
on only one of 15 attempts for 19 
yards. 

Wheatley opened his final 
prep season with 64 yards 
rushing in six tries. He also 
scored three touchdowns and 
tossed for another two. 

Brintley also looked good in 
the backfield as he was given 
nine chances with the ball and 
piled up 62 yards. 


Yauck said he was impress- 
ed by the defensive play of 
tackle Ernie Baskin as well as 
junior middle linebacker Car- 
los Brintley. 

Robichaud will place its 
reputation on the line Friday 
afternoon when highly re- 
spected Warren High invades 
Dearborn Heights.

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Simple guidelines help 
conserve costly gasoline 


The crisis in the Middle East 
does not appear as if it will go 
away, and as time goes along 
gasoline prices are sure to in- 
crease even more. 

Prices now range from $1.20 
to $1.25 per gallon for regular 
unleaded, and that is at the self- 
serve island. 

There are some steps, 
however, that motorists can 
take to lessen their gasoline 
usage. 

• Experts at General Motors 
Corp. recommend the fol- 
lowing: 

• Don’t purchase high octane 
gasoline unless specified in the 
owner’s manual for your vehi- 
cle. Most vehicles require a 
“87” octane, luxury cars like 
Cadillacs require “91” octane. 

• Keep tires inflated to re- 
commended pressure. Soft 
tires cause vehicle “drag” and 
increase fuel consumption. 

• Turn off the engine when 
sitting idle for more than a few 
minutes. 

• Drive at a steady speed to 
the extent possible. Avoid sud- 
den stops and “jack-rabbit” 
starts. 

• Don’t pump the 
accelerator. 

• Don’t “ride” the brakes. 

• Drive at posted highway 
speeds. 

• To keep cool, use the air 
conditioner for freeway driv- 
ing, but shut it off and open the 
windows at lower speeds. The 
fuel economy trade-off be- 
tween the drag of open win- 
dows versus using the air con- 
ditioner is even at about 50 
mph. 

• Maintain your vehicle with 
periodic tune-ups. 

• Plan your trips to minimize 
travel distance and time. 


These tips are similar to 
those which automobile com- 
pany officials offered in the 
mid-1970s during the gasoline 
crisis.

£r W 1 making a nutritious 

lunch is just as impor- 
tant as trying to ba- 
lance the types of food they eat. 

“When making a child’s lunch and 
trying to have it be nutritious - a lot of 
this has to do with a well-balanced 
diet,” said Catherine Young, clinical 
dietitian at Annapolis Hospital. 

This can be accomplished by pro- 
viding some variety in the lunch. 

“Instead of regular sandwiches, 
my kids like it when I use pita bread. 
This way you can make sure they are 
eating some grains and by adding 
some vegetables, they are getting 
some extra fiber,” she said. 

In place of candy and cookies, 
Young suggests raisins for a snack 
“Some of the dentists might not like 
this, because of the sticky stuff on the 
kids’ teeth,” Young said 
A popular snack for kids are fruit 
roll-ups, but Young doesn’t feel there 
is enough mutrition in this snack 
“Unfortunately, a lot of people 
think fruit snacks are good for their 
children. That really isn’t a good 
source of fruit. Real fruit is much bet- 
ter,” she said. 

Parents should also buy juice boxes 
made of real fruit juice, Young said 
Today, a lot of companies have 
come out with nutritional lunch packs 
already prepared. If the lunch pack 
contains crackers and cheese or 
peanut butter, they are good for kids. 
Young said. 

Another nutritious addition to a 
child’s lunch is yogurt Young cau- 
tions against sending yogurt unless it 
is placed in a lunch box that can keep 
things cold. 

If provided with a well-balanced 
diet children should not have to count 
calories. “Children usually burn off

what they eat, so they shouldn’t count 
calories,” she said. 

Children also shouldn’t take the 
same thing in their lunch everyday 
“Too many kids, they like one thing 
- maybe it’s a bologna sandwich they 
take five days a week They need to 
try other things,” Young said 

Most children will prefer a cookie 
over a vegetable or a piece of fruit, 
but fruits and vegetables can be made 
to look more appealing to children, 
according to Young. 

She suggests adding peanut butter 
and raisins to a piece of celery, called 
bumps on a log. Also adding cream 
cheese on celery or other vegetables 
can be more appealing to kids 
Most of all, she recommends avoid- 
ing foods which contain a lot of sugar

Peanut butter blitz 


34 cup peanut butter 

1/3 cup unsweetened applesauce 

1/4 cup raisins 

Dash of ground cinnamon 

8 slices whole-grain bread 


In a bowl stir together peanut butter, 
applesauce, raisins and cinnamon 
Spread peanut butter mixture on four 
slices of bread Top w ith remaining 
slices. Seal, label and freeze.

A bit of American heritage 
that has often been overlooked 
will be highlighted on Sept. 29 
when Native Americans gather 
at the Michigan Indian Day So- 
cial at South Middle School, in 
Belleville. 

The public is invited to attend 
the event, and view traditional 
dancing, demonstrations by 
craftsmen and displays by 
traders. 

“We have no idea how many 
people will attend/* said chair- 
person Judi Maracle Ball. “A 
similar event in Lansing drew 


7,000 and one in Lansing was 
attended by 3,200 people.** 

Ball, who identifies herself 
as a Six Nations Bay of Quinke 
Mohawk, noted that there are 
few Native Americans in the 
Belleville area, but many 
members of the Ojibway, Otta- 
wa and Pottawatamie tribes 
reside in Wayne County. 

“With the unrest in Native 
American communities about 
many issues, I believe we will 
attract a large turnout. I think 
people will want to get together 
at the social - that’s what a 
pow-wow is - and talk about the 
different views of the tradition- 
ists, the young warriors and 


pro- and anti-gambling peo- 
ple,** Ball said. “In addition, 
there will be demonstrations 
and talks by craftsmen and 
items displayed by traders. 
We’ll also be giving out free 
samples of traditional Indian 
foods - corn soup and fry 
bread.’*

The combination seems 
almost unbearable. 

Two adults, a Honda Civic, a. 
30-pound dog and more than 
1,000 miles of open road. 

If the two adults and the pup- 
py are in the right frame of 
mind, the trip can actually be 
quite pleasant. 

Not every dog is equipped to 
handle such a long drive, but 
most can be gradually trained 
to accept the inconveniences of 
the trip. 

Area animal experts recom- 
mend that the animal be gra- 
dually acclimated to long car 
trips. Start by taking your pet 
on jaunts to the store, or to a 
park. Gradually work the 
animal up to two- or three-hour 
stretches in the car. 

Such exercises may be futile 
for some dogs as they are just 
not “good travelers”, experts 
say. 

It is best not to force your pet 
into a long car trip when they 
prefer not to be in the car. 
Doing so will make the trip ago- 
nizing for the animal as well as 
its human companions. 

For dogs that are slightly 
“antsy” about the trip, a mild 
sedative can be prescribed. 
The drug sometimes takes an 
hour to take effect, so be pre- 
pared for the wait. 

It is also recommended that 
the animal not be given food 
during the trip. Water breaks, 
however, especially on hot 
days are a good idea. 

It is also important to stop 
frequently to allow the animal 
to run and stretch.
